waste in our history, organized fire preven- 
tion activity has rapidly increased. Last year, 
1832 cities participated in Fire Prevention 
Week as compared with 715 the year before, 
'An aggressive program for teaching fire pre- 
vention in the schools and colleges of the 
country js in operation. Significant progress 
is reported in improving the training of fire- 
men, both paid and volunteer. Research into 
the causes of fire has been extended. A great 
deal of valuable work is being done to perfect 
building codes- 


Much of this activity falls into the province 


of experts. However, there seems to have been 
an encouraging increase in public interest in 
the whole field of fire prevention. Let us 
hope that the people of the United States 
are coming to realize that fire threatens 
everyone—and that everyone must take part 
in comoating it. 


In the months and years to come, the 


statistics will tell the story. In the meantime, 
the great tas£ of reducing fire loss must be 
aided by every individual m the land.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUND'ESEN. M, D. 
TOXIC goiter is a disorder in which 


the thyroid gland works overtime, thereby 
exacting a toll from nearly every other 
"organ In the body. Since the secretion 
from this butterfly-shaped gland in the 
neck regulates the speed at which aU 
bodily activities process, its overactivity 
results in a "breakneck pace for the entire 
organism. This eventually results in rapid 
heart beat, loss of weight, nenrousnes, 
diarrhea, and other symptoms. 


For many years, the only treatment 


for this condition was surgical removal of 
most of the thyroid gland after rest and 
diet and dosing with iodine had improved 
the patient's conditon. This worked well 
in many cases, but an operation of this 
sort is always attended by some risk, es- 
pecially where the patient is old or feeble 
by reason of prolonged illness. 


Today we have several preparations 


which can often make surgery unnecessary 
or, failing this, can help to get the patient 
into a condition where it is no longer 
hazardous. 


The most useful drug for this purpose 


Is propylthiouracil. 


In patients with "'small goiters and 


relatively mild symptoms, an attempt is 
made to cure the condition medically with 
the propylthiouracil. 
If, after treating 


with this drug for a sufficiently long per- 
iod of time, its use is stopped and the 
symptoms recur, operation may be re- 
quired. 


In young people with toxic goiter of 


mild or moderate degree, when operation 
is decided on, iodine is given in the proper 
dose to help, lessen the severity of tha 
symptoms before the operation is carried 
out and propylthiouracii u not used.
